Washington, Jan. I.—“The conser- 
'ation of natural resources and the 
concentration of popular government 
are both at stake. The one needs 
conservation no less than the oJier.” 
I his statement epitomizes the for­ 
mal sta ement made public tonight 
by Gifford iPinchot, who was recently 
1 earned as ^hief of the Forest Ser­ 
vice. 
The 
former official 
declared 
• he giea. moral issue that now faces 
the country is not the loss of natural 
resources so much as whether spec­ 
ial interests of the people shall rule. 
The s atement In part is a3 follows*: 
At this time I have no comment 
:o make upon recent events. Whether 
in or out of the Government service 
I propose to stay in the fight for 
conservation and equal opjiortunity. 
Every movemen 
and measure from 
whatever source that tends to ad­ 
vance conservation and promote gov- 
eirtmen: by men from human welfare. 
'I shall try to help, Every movement 
and measure that hinders toy m oney 
and measure, that' hinders conserva­ 
tion and 
promotes government toy 
money for profi , I shall endeavor to 
oppose.” 
Mr. 'Pinchut expresses his profound 
regret at leaving the Forest Service, 
out of whose work, he proceeds, grew 
che conservation movement. 
“The great conference of Governors 
'n the White House in May, 190S, 
led to the appointment of the (Nation­ 
al eon se r va ion claim, whose report 
gave us a new conception of the 
value of-Aur natural resources,” he 
declared. 
‘ Together with President 
Roose­ 
velt’s message transmitting its re­ 
port, the recommendations 
of 
the 
commission furnished 
a 
complete 
statesmen of the conservation policy. 
met our needs squarely and prescrib­ 
ed the remedy. 
’ The classification of the public 
domain 
was strongly 
urged 
and 
principles for its use and disposition 
were laid down. The necessity for 
preserving the fertility of our soils 
and developing their agricultural val­ 
ue toy drainage and otherwise was 
covered, and particular at ention was 
drawn to the needs of retaining our 
prosphate lands then in danger of 
absorption by a foreign syndicate.” 
Mr. Pincho: hen tr iced the recom­ 
mendations of the conference, ap­ 
plauding and indorsing them all, and 
proceeded: 
•lAt this cri ical period, when the 
goal was in sight, enemies of conser­ 
vation in Congress not on*ly succeeded 
in preventing an appropriation With 
which to pursue the wark but ttempt- 
ed to retard its progress by the Taw­ 
ney amendnien 
to the last sundry 
civil WU. Thereupon the days of the 
National 
Conservation 
Commission 
was stopped. 
“The recommendation of :he com­ 
mission si ll await for action. 
All 
wise men will agree that the situa- 
L-on Is serious. The Tawney amend­ 
ment was more than a mistake—i 
*as a deliberate betrayal of the fu­ 
ture. The dangers which confront he 
conservation movement today

No action will be equivalent o 
bai action and will have the same 
results.
